closed yesterday, Under-Sheriff Hani- 
fin was on the stand. 


Mr. Hanifin thought the amount of 


blotters charged to his office was ex- 
ceedingly large. He denied having us- 
ed six gross of them or any thing like' 
that number per month- 
The Under- 


Sheriff also testified he believed the 
amount of ink and the number of writ- 
ing pens alleged to have been deliv- 
ered to his office was considerably in 
excess of the amounts actually used. 
Witness testified that he had not not- 
iced any erasures or changes of any 
kind in the bills when they were pre- 
sented to him for approval. He had 
noted the items, he said, but paid no 
attention to the prices. 


The bill dated January 2d was then 


shown witness and several inaccur- 
acies were discovered in -th,e_ account. 
Mr. Hanifin denied that he had order- 
ed or received all of the pencils and 
pens charged In the account. The other 
bills were taken up in the order of 
making and Mr. Hanifin testified that 
it would have been impossible for the 
Sheriffs office to use all of the sup- 
plies' alleged 'to 'have bce'n delivered 
there. 
It also developed in the ex- 


amination that the kind ot pens charg- 
ed in the bills were not used at any 
time in his -office- 


RUBBER BANDS- 


Mr. Hanifin testified that the rubber 


bands charged 'to the Sheriff's account 
had never reached his office and that 
such articles were never used in there. 


Mr. Hanifin said that the testimony 


•which he had given yesterday 
was 


•practically the same that he had given- 
before the Finance Committee of the 
Supervisors. 


Supervisee Rowe asked Mr. Hani^in 


If the cut which the committee had 
suggested be made in the amount1 of 
tho bills, met with his approval. 


Mr. Hanifin replied that it .did-

said at the State Department that the 
United States • Government intends to 
hold the Chinese government respon- 
sible 
for the results of the present 


boycott on American goods in so far 
as the workings of the boycott show 
infringements of the provisions of the 
Tien-tsin treaty signed by this Gov- 
ernment and that o« China in 1858. 


The government at Peking has been 


Informed by Eockhill, American Min- 
ister there, that the United 
States 


will insist that the Tien-tsin treaty, 
especially that part of it relating to 
the rights of American citizens to sell 
goods in China, be.enforced to the let- 
ter. . 


That many of.the steps being taken 


by 
those behind the anti-American 


movement involve'lnfringements upon 
the agreement of 1858 which the Chi- 
nese government should prevent'is the 
'belief of Government officials. 
• One phase of the movement which 
touches particularly on'this aspect of. 
the situation is the proposed plan ot 
the fabycotters to refuse the use 
or 


lighters to American yessels or allow 
stevedores to assist in unloading car- 
goes of American shipments in Chin- 
es'; ports- Such acts as this on the part 
o? the Chinese would be regarded by 
this Government as direct violation 
of the terms of the treaty whereby 
the 
Chinese government agrees to 


protect American merchants in China 
as far as the laws of the empire will 
permit. 


The opinion here is that the situa- 


tion is rapidly crystallizing and a clear 
understanding of the. whole affair will 
soon be in sight. 
Trie belief is preva- 


lent, here now that the officers of the 
Chinese government have not been as 
active in fighting the..movement as 
they might have been.

Arnold White has written as fol- 
lows in the London Chronicle of phys- 
ical degeneration in'England: "The 
Germans drink an enormous quantity 
of beer, butj there is no class in Ger- 
many of drink-sodden, dirty and bro- 
ken mothers such as we produce by the 
thousand. When Taine was shown Ijy 
the seamy side of London he said that 
the rush of the inhabitants of an East 
London slum into a wide street when 
attracted by the spectacle of an ac- 
cident was .like a human sewer emp- 
tying itself. Before the outbreak of 
the African war, of 11,000 men who, 
wished to enlist in Manchester only a 
little over 1000 could be sent into .the 
army. 
The Scotch highlanders and 
the Irish peasantry are healthy, but 
English townsmen can no longer vie 
in war with the Tyrolese and Bavarian 
mountaineers, the Inhabitants of East

"Britan's soldiers are born of moth- 


ers affected by the normal" conditions 
of town.life, both moral and physical.

of forgiveness, and then fell to the floor 
in agonj 
In just a fes\ minutes she was 


dead, 
Two years ago Edward.Reed married 
Miss Tennessee Butler in HoIIister, and 
at that time he was a-steady,'industrious 
plumber.

couple moved to Centerville, where tneir 
baby was born. About four manthg ago 
they, came 'to.

- Growing, Scarcity and Value 


of Water. 


It now appears that Los Angeles will not be permitted to 'seques- 


trate the waters of Owetis river'without a struggle in the courts. 


Owens river rises in the mountains of Nevada and runs into Cali- 


fornia. In this respect it differs from the Truckee, the Carson and 
Walker rivers, which rise 
in 
California _and -find their outlet—or 


deathbed—in Nevada. 
Nevada is beginning to protest against Los 


Angeles taking the whole stream and .rendering arid desert-a fertile 
strip bordering the river, partly in Nevada and partly in California, 
and the comments of the sagebrush press indicate that the Federal 
courts will be appealed'to in the hope of preventing the threatened 
diversion of water. A. recent decision declares that half the waters 
of the Carson river belong to the riparian land owners in California 
and the other half to the riparian owners in Nevada. 


Colorado is at war with Kansas over the waters of the Arkansas 


and New Mexico is fighting with Colorado over the waters of .the 
Rio Grande, while a battle royal has begun over the waters of'the 
Truckee. 
The struggle of the San Joaquin .valley farmers to prevent 


the diversion of the Tuolumne is further illustration of the fact that 
water in considerable quantities is tremendously hard to get in Cali- 
fornia, every stream of consequence having diverse claims upon^" it 
involving property interests of great value. 


In fact, all the rivers and large creeks debouching into the, Sac- 


ramento and San Joaquin valleys between Tehacnapi and the mouth 
of Pitt river have been appropriated to a greater or lesser extent and 
applied to industrial uses in one way or another. ' Every drop of 
wa,ter in the Kern,,Kings, San Joaquin, Tuolumne, Stanislaus, Mer- 
ced, American and Yuba rivers has been appropriated in a variety^ of 
ways, but mainly for power and irrigation. 
The value of these prior 


claims is constantly increasing, because of the increased demand for 
electric power and water for irrigation purposes. 
In view of the 


many conflicting claims resting on every .water course, it would be 
interesting to know where the persons who talk so glibly about going 
to the Sierra Nevada for water to supply San Francisco and the con- 
tiguous municipalities are to get the water after they get to the moun- 
tains. 


Los Angeles .proposes to appropriate a stream in the desert 240 


miles away, at necessarily vast cost, but is sure to encounter expensive 
and harassing litigation. San Francisco's attempt to get water from 
the Tuolumne is opposed by the Federal government and by the far- 
mers of Stanislaus, who have constructed at enormous cost irrigation 
systems for fructifying 
their lands. 
If the 
government 
should 


relinquish its rights to the river, it is morally certain that the courts 
would uphold the rights of the irrigators. 


But turning from the Tuolumne, where else is any large flow of 


mountain water to be obtained within hundreds of miles of San Fran- 
cisco bay? Periodically somebody proposes to sell to the bay cities 
the waters of the North Fork of the American river. Every dropxof 
the water in that stream is owned by parties other than those who 
offer to sell it—power and irrigation companies whose rights have 
been denned by Supreme Court decisions. The State of California 
also has lien on all the waters of the American river for the power 
plant at Folsom prison. 


By and by the conviction will force itself on the public mind that 


the cities around the bay have supinely neglected their opportunities 
so long that their chance of obtaining water from the the Sierra Ne- 
vada is forever slipping from them. Even now they seem to realize 
only in a dim way the value and scarcity of water, which is becoming 
more and more the base of all wealth and industry, apart from min- 
ing, in this State. 


When he declared British artistocracy to be far superior to ours, 


Henry Watterson-probably had in mind the fact.that our artistocracy 
is largely descended from bankrupts released .from the debtors' prison, 
indentured servants, cashiered officers, petty criminals and a contingent 
of maids who had met with a mishap in the old country and came 
to the new to make a, fresh start. 
This, of course, does not apply to 


the Puritans who came here to establish a religious reservation^! their 
own in which they could practice on others the.cruelties, bigotries, per- 
secutions and intolerances which they had themselves suffered. Amer- 
ican aristocracy is a humbug, and Colonel Watterson knows it—the 
same as old Faueuil Hall, styled "The Cradle of Liberty," which was 
built by an old scamp who made his money in the slave and liquor 
trade and by defrauding the government. The ancestry as well as the 
money of a'large proportion of our so-called aristocrats is tainted, and 
it is not unnatural that they should leave a trail of taint behind them. 


Jefferson and Government 
Ownership

The Sacramento Bee says: "THE OAKLAND "TRIBUNE" and 


the Stockton Mail have been 'arguing as to whether Thomas Jefferson 
would be for or forninst Government ownership if he were alive.

We heartily agree 
with the Bee, however, that ^government ownership of public utilities is 
a present day problem which must be solved in the light of existing 
conditions and not by anything Thomas Jefferson may have taught,

were he alive, and conjectures on that point are both 


immaterial and futile; besides,f Jefferson might be wrong, as he was in 
several important conclusions he drew in, his lifetime.

Inconsistencies of Railroad 
Assessments 


According to the estimates of the FedeTat Census Bureau, just 


issued, there is a wide difference in the proportion of taxes paid by the 


- railroads in different States. For instance, the report states that in 


Arizona the railroads are only assessed for 9.7 per cent of their actual 
value, while in Michigan they are assessed for 70.9 per cent of their 
real value. That is, Michigan taxes railroads more than seven times 
higher than Arizona. In California the assessment is stated to be 
only 26.3 per cent of the actual value, and in Colorado 25 per cent. In 
the older and more populous States the assessed value of railroads 
bears a much closer relation to the true value than in the newer and less 
populous States of the West. 
Kansas, which is accused of being hos- 


tile to organized capital and prejudiced against railroads, only taxes 
railways for 16.9 per cent of their value, while New Jersey, an alleged 
corporation State, taxes them for 69.5 per cent. 
We doubt if other 


property is taxed in the same ratio. Texas, a rabid ^anti-corporation 
State; taxes railroads for 40 per cent, while Vermont .sticks it .to them 
for 72.8 per cent. Ohio only taxes railroads for 19.4 per cent of their 


^ 
property, while Illinois levies on them for 63.8."West Virginia assesses 


V 
them mildly for 14.2 per cent, but old Virginia makes them pay on 37.7. 


NWyoming kindly lets them off with a 7.5 .per cent assessment, while 


Wisconsin taxes them on a. 76.6. 
North, Carolina assesses for 61.4 


per cent, but South Carolina only ori 39 per cent, a difference of more 
than fifty per cent. These irreconcilable differences suggest that the 
methods now in vogue of ascertaining and fixing the .value of rail- 
roads for .taxation purposes are radically defective. That they should 


" be amended goes without saying. The assessment of railroads should 


bear some true relation to the actual value of the property and should 
correspond as nearly as"'possible with the tax valuation placed^ on 
other species.of property.

The press of the State made much of the 
affair and Hale was regarded in college 
as a martyr. It was thought at the time 
that he would never return to college. 
He has settled all doubts on that score 
by coming back and taking up his resi- 
dence at the Phi Delta Theta Fraternity 
house.

TRAINS AUTOMATICALLY 


WARNS THE ENGINEER. 


.'CHICAGO, August 15.—The experi- 
ments made with wireless telegraphy 
on engines running over the tracks of 
the Chicago & Alton Railroad have 
proved so successful that the manage- 
ment of the road has taken steps to 
equip all the engines of the company 
with the apparatus. 


Under the new system adopted each 


engine ^carrying its own wireless sig- 
nal apparatus constitutes the center 
of a movable block traveling with the 
train. Near the engineer in the cab is 
an indicator which keeps him informed 
of the conditions within 
the blocks 


where he is the center. 


If a train 
approaches within 
two 


miles of the rear a green light shows 
on the indicator and a warning bell 
calls the attention of the engineer. If 
the train is to the front a red light 
flashes and a bell rings. 


The signals' are reciprocal and the 


engineers on both trains receive them 
at the same instant.

ECLIPSE OF 


NEW YORK, August 15.—Although the 


conditions here "Were not l^deal last night, 
many persons saw the eclipse of the 
moon. The skies were, filled with baiilis 
of. fleecy clouds, which, for the greattv 
part of the evening, obscure'd the face of 
the satellite.
